Robot Craffic Signals. 


I notice that, owing to the earlier dark- | 


ness of the evenings now, the street traffic 


_ congestion problem is being intensified 


during the closing “rush” hours: on 
account of the fact that our human 


. gsignallers very often cannot be clearly 


made out. Jt seems that it must only be 


a question of time till robot li¢ht-signals, 


are adopted universally. This modern 
device was first used in the United States, 
where to-day the streets of New York have 
5.700 working, although as far back as 
1868 the London police experimented with 
gas-light signals; but the trials were dis- 
continued owing to. defects in the 
apparatus. The first British street signals 
appeared at Brighton in 1927 as a sort-of 
semaphore arm arrangement. Other places 
followed with coloured lights somewhat 
similar to those in use on the railways, 
and at present altogether 150 cities, towns 
and villaces in England boast of robot 
street traffic signals, the majority of which 
are worked entirely automatically on a 
fixed “ time interval’’ basis. 

The system used in London works on 
what is known as the ‘“‘chronoplan,’’ or 
‘flexible progressive,’’ principle. All 
traffic movements are carefully timed, the 
“stop,” ‘‘caution’’ and “go” periods 
being individually adjusted for varying 
distances between crossings. The timings 
are maintained by a “chronoliser,” which 
ean be requlated to any conditions, and 
thus vehicles are continually on the move, 
and proceed at a uniform pace once they 
get into step, so to speak, with the 
signals, 


Hunting. 


One of the few sights that are virtually 
the same to-day as they were in the begin- 
ning is that of a pack of hounds accom- 
panied by huntsmen and riders.

Hound and Hare. 


My attention was drawn to a rather re- 
markable thing about dogs and their 
quarry by a friend of mine who visited 
the Cowper Museum at Olney, in Buck- 
inghamshire, some ‘time ago. In the 
Museum there is a large collection of 
Cowper relics, and among these is a docu- 
ment written by the poet, which states 
that there is “ no'natural antipathy be- 
tween dog and hare, but the pursuit of one 
occasions the flight of the other, and the 
dog pursues because he is trained to do 
so.” Cowper had, of course, three tame 
hares, and with them he sought to prove 
his theory about dogs! He introduced a 
snaniel that had never seen a hare to 
Puss, one of his hares, who had never 
seen a spaniel, with the result that the 
hare showed no sign of fear. Not only, 
Cowper believed, was there no instinctive 
enmity between a hare and a dog, but they 
were also quite capable of good friendship. 
His own experiments certainly appear to 
prove his case, and in the document he 
also reports that the spaniel and the hares 
‘‘ ate bread at the same time out of the 
same hand, and are in all respects sociable 
and friendly.” Some time ago I fell into 
conversation with a young man who had a 
young fox on a lead, and he told me that 
it was not afraid of dogs, nor did the dogs 
that he met frequently on his walks show 
any undue interest in the fox. 


November. 


November is seldom welcomed, and more 
frequently reviled than praised, but one 
or two famous men of letters have at least 
tried to do it justice. Leigh Hunt found 
a special charm in its “ gentle, fine days,” 
and declared that whoever had “' grappled 
with March ’’ need have no fear of Novem- 
ber. Cowper was even more emphatic. 
Writing to his friend, Lady Hesketh, in 
November, 1787, he asked: ‘' Does the sun 


never shine in November? One would 
imagine that it does not, could not, or 
would not, were we to listen to certain 
persons. But the matter is far otherwise: 
nay, it is even the reverse ; for he not only 
shines, but with such splendour that I 
write at this moment in a room heated hy 
his beams, and with the curtain at my 
side let down to abate his vigour. Then 
let November have its just praise!’’ And 


may it earn it this year! 
“Wireless” Pirates in Peril. 


I hear that a recent innovation made 
by the British Broadcasting Company has 
proved unexpectedly successful in bring- 
ing the delinquent owner of receiving sets 
to heel. By means of a new “ detector ” 
van the company can locate the where- 
abouts of even the most modest type of 
receiver. -As a result of a recent visit to 


a certain district, over 2,000 delinquents 
were located, and reminded of their legal 
liability ; but the inquisition did not end 
thete. Having been compelled to pay 
their dues, the delinquents who received 
domiciliary visits from the B.B.C. 
collector volunteered information abont 
neighbours who, they felt, should also be 
called upon to contribute their auotas. 
Tf, as would seem to be not unlikely, 
Senator Connolly adds such a ‘“‘ detective’’ 
apparatus to the accessories of the new 
Moydrum Station, to be opened this 
month, there will certainly be some fun.

THE REV. J. HAYTHORN- 
THWAITE. 


The Memorial Service for the Rev. James 
Haythornthwaite, M.A., which took place at 
St. Philip’s ‘Church, Milltown, yesterday, was 
conducted by the Rev. F. E. Bland, the 
Rector of St. James’s, Bray, in the presence 
of the Archbishop of Dublin and of a large 
congregation. 

After the opening hymn, ‘‘God is making 
his purpose out,” the Rev. F. E, Bland 
read the beautiful sentences of the Burial 
Service of the Church of Ireland berinning 
with, “ I am the Resurrection and the Life.” 

After the lesson, the Rev. Mr. Bland, m 
the course of his remarks, said that the con- 
gregation of St. Philip’s had lost a faithful 
pastor ; those of them who knew him only out- 
side those walls had lost a faithful friend. 
James Haythornthwaite had a heart of gold — 
tried and true. No one would ever know 
the number of the poor, the suffering and the 
needy whom he befriended; for his alms were 
done in secret. The world of good men was 
to-day the poorer, the Christian Church was 
the poorer; poorer, yet rich in the memory 
and example of one who, “being dead, yet 
speaketh.’’ During their pastor’s last illness 
us constant thought and the burden of his 
conversation centred round that church which 
he so much loved, and his chief sorrow 
seemed to be the realisation that his minis- 
terial work was over. His. work on earth 
had, indeed, ended. but he had been called 
to a higher service in the mmediate presence 
of the God Whom he loved and’ served. 

The hymn, “Now the Labou-er’s task is 
o'er,” followed the lessen, and after further ' 
prayer the congregation, | kneeling, sang 
'“ Peace,. Perfect Peace.” ‘Lhe Archbishop 
pronounced the blessing. 

Many of the con tion filed past the 
bier after the organ voluntary, ' Oh, rest in 
the Lord,” which the organist, Mr. W. D. 
Stevenson, played with great feeling. 

Tue Rev. James Haythornthwaite ‘been 
for twéuty years rector of the parish, and in 
the course of thirty-eight years’ ministry in 
Dublin ‘won the love of all with whom he 
came into contact. Those who attended this 
Service were deeply moved, and paid a real 
tribute to his memory.

The Auditor of the Society, Mr. W. War- 
extremely difficult to define the word 
“nation.” Who forms the Irish nation? 
The obvious answer is that the people of 
Ireland form the Irish nation, but some 
Iniquitous 
the past caused artificial differences, 
but the blame must now rest on ourselves. 
In looking back over our history we are my 
to take a wrong view of the war of 1690. 
It was not essentially a conflict between 
lrishmen, but a contest between two rival 
claimants for the English throne, with Ire- 
land and Irishmien merely as pawns in the 
game. It was in face of an lish King 
that the ’prentice boys of Derry shut their 
gates, and they did right to keep him out, 
as subsequent events proved only too well. 
In the next century the North of Ireland 
became a hotbed of republicanism. 


| | THE SIX COUNTIES. 

“The theory now put forward that the 
six Northern counties form part of Great 
Britain is ridiculous,’’ said the Auditor. 

Among the foremost exponents of the ideal 
of ‘‘Ireland a Nation ” were Wolfe Tone, 
Thomas Davis, and John Mitchell, who were 
not all of pure Gaelic stock. They realised 
‘their duty to their country, and served it 
perhaps better than any leader of Gaelic 
stock has ever done in the political sphere. 
In early times there was little unity, but 
nevertheless it was quite evident that the 
people realised that they were one nation, 
and no merely a collection of states. There 
was one code of law for the whole country, 
and not a separate system for each kingdom, 
as can be seen from documents which still 
exist, such as the ‘‘ Book of Aicill,’’ and 
the ‘‘Senechas Mor.” Above all, the litera- 
ture was a national literaure. i 

It was this unity of literature and tradi- 
tion that reminded the people of their unity 
of nation, and not any political system, 


A GOLDEN CALF. 

“The influence the Gaelic League has had 
on Irish aaffirs ever since its inception is 
incalculable. We are again taking a pride 
in our tradtions and in our language, which 
is the principal feature of the national re- 
vival. It is generally admitted that the 
founders of Sinn Fein were inspired by the 
work of the Gaelic League, and all the prin- 
cipal political parties of to-day are agreed 
that an Irish Irelar’ is the goal for which 
we must all strive. Now that much of the 
opposition has bee wvercome, what is to be 
done? There is always the risk of our 
setting up a '“ Golden Calf.”’ 

“ We have assured the academic life of our 
language, but we must do more to ensure the 
safety of the spoken language at its best, that 
is, in the Gaeltacht.”’ ? 

When he spoke of the development of Irish 

culture he was not so foolish as to suggest 
that we should revert to the “manners and 
customs of the ancient Irish,” but by careful 
cultivation to settle life in Ireland more in 
accordance with native requirements. 
“One of the disadvantages of speaking a 
language not our own is that our thoughts 
are continually directed to the country of its 
origin, to the detriment of our national self- 
respect. We are liable to be affected by its 
books, and more so by its newspapers, and 
this influence is not always for sande 


“ LITTLEGO ” FAILURES. 


“The yo-yo craze in Dublin was started by 
accounts in English newspapers; in other 
words, it was blind, unthinking imitation. I 
cannot help thinking that it was this craze 
which was responsible for the large number 
of failures at ‘Littlego’ this year.” 

The Auditor went on to say that when 
they looked back on all that has been accom- 
plished during the last thirty years they had 
reason to feel proud. They had an increased 
measure of political freedom, but political 
unity has not yet been attained. The interest 
now being taken in archaeology in Northern 
Ireland is a sign for the future, as it 
shows that the people in those regions are 
beginning to take an interest in their country’s 
past; after a while they will come to a more 
modern epoch, the time of Russell and Henry 
Joy McCracken. The day may not be very 
far distant when Irishmen will again stand 
shoulder to shoulder, as they did‘ in the 
ranks of the United Irishmen. 

Mr. Sean Ua hUadhaigh, moving a vote 
of thanks to the Auditor, said that the 
League of Nations could bring about an 
understanding between our country and her 
big brother if they were really keen on pre- 
serving goodwill between us. 


PREACHING TO THE NORTH. 


It would be a great service to Irish 
nationality if some members of this Gaelic 
Society and other alumni of this University 
tried to get a hearing from the people of 
the North of Ireland, and got them to. Jearn 
history from here and not the history that 
was taught on “tp platforms, and to 
bring them to reflect:on what took place in 
Belfast in 1797 and 1798. 

He thought a nation was a combination 
of territory and population; and any defini- 
tion of nationality which did not make the 
case of Ireland a nation was not nationality 
at all. To anybody who had been mixed 
up, even in a small way, with the effort to 
preserve our national characteristics here in 
Ireland it is a cause of hope in the future 
of this country to see this large society in 
Trinity College working for the under- 
standing of the Gaelic ideal, an. ideal by 
which Irishmen are proud of their country’s 
past, and resolving to mould her future in 
conformity with that past, to make the State 
conterminous with the-nation, and demanding 
and’ receiving the undivided allegiance of 
every son and daughter of Ireland within her 
four shores. (Applause.) 


CULTURE AND LANGUAGE. 


Mr. Frank MacDermot, T.D., in seconding 
the motion, said that nationalism, nationality, 
a national outlook, the national issue—these 
are terms which still enjoy in this country 
a prestige which they enjoy hardly anywhere 
else. Nationalism has wrought such havoc 
during the last twenty years, alike in 
politics and in economics; has been 
responsible for so much slaughter, so much 
want, such atrophy. of the heart and 
intellect, such agrandisement of the baser 
parts of human nature, that, among educated 
men in touch with world events and world 
opinion, few can be found to do it honour. 

“ I have always been,” he said, “an Trish 
nationalist, and am not ashamed to call my- 
self one to-day, but I feel that we have not 
thought enough about what constitutes the

I value, and what are the 


limitations, of that 
political aititude or of the cultural move- 
ment which Mr. Warnock very rightly dis- 
inguishes from it. Therefore, it seems to 
me that our house is builded upon sand, and 
in spite of, or even because of, our unceasing 
and almost unchallenged exaltation here in 
Ireland of the national idea, we are in great 
dan of witnessing in the near future a 
revmipion of feeling that will sweep away 
what is good in both cultural and tical 
nationalism along with what is bad. Mr. 
Warnock does not seem to be conscious of 
this danger or of any defects in the popular 
philosophy on this subject. 


SCOTTISH PARALLEL, 

“Trish nationalism must be judged accord- 
ing as it enriches or improverishes us, 
spiritually and materially. If it enriches us, 
the world is thereby also enriched, and if it 
impoverishes us the world is also the poorer. 

“There is no doubt, for instance, that 
Walter Scott and Robert Burns were intensely 
and distinctively Scottish. They gave Scot- 
land something of enormous value, and it is 

rhaps, largely due to them that, in spite of 
bé loss of the Gaelic tongue, she is far from 
having lost her self-respect. In fact, all the 
world over, the Scottish are thought of as 
possessing tradition of culture of their own 
to a greater degree than the Welsh, although 
the Welsh preserved their languish better. 
Why have we not produced a Scott or a 
Burns? 

** With all res to Moore, Davis, Clarence 
Mangan, Mr. Yeats and others, I know of no 
Irish poet to be compared to Burns as an 
interpreter and spokesman of the people. We 
can without doubt find occasional poems both 
in Irish and in English that are exquisite and 
truly Trish and truly of the people, but the 
extent of a man’s production must be taken 
into account. There must be quantity as well 
as quality. 

“Why is it that we have no Scott and no 
Burns? I fancy the answer is the failure to 
fuse the different elements of our population 
in this country, a failure which has hindered 
two rather inadequate streams from uniting 
in one splendid fertilising iiver. Is Irish 
nationalism to-day tending to promote that 
fusion?" 


NARROW AND CENSORIOUS. 


Mr. MacDermot went on to say that it is 
notorious that at the present moment if a 
man can be labelled as an ex-Unionist or a 
rancher or a descendant of the old ascendancy 
class, or an ex-officer of the British Army, 
his offers of political service are liable to be 
treated with contumely, Was it not disturb- 
ing to find so many of our best writers going 
to live outside the country? Were we not 
in every direction too narrow and censorious? 

Our Unionist fellow-countrymen never 
sufficiently realised that this country could not 
find herself till the mass of her inhabitants 
were redeemed into citizénship by a measure 
of self-government that would atone for the 
colossal insults and injustices of our history. 
Nothing, however, exposes men to scorf so 
much as poverty, and he hoped that we were 
not going to call down the curse of poverty 
and jhe plague of barrenness on the land by 

litical and cultural obscurantism and 
intoleranceé. 

“ It is rather sad that the Irish language 
does not seem to draw Irishmen closer to- 
gether. Mr. Blythe and General Mulcahy 
are among the best Irish speakers in the Dail, 
but they are aiso among the most un lar 
with their opponents, and are frequently 
accused of being traitors to their country. 
However, time will show whether the noble 
experiment of compulsory Irish is justified, 
Let us all try to make it a success, but mean- 
while let its advocates abstain from arguments 
that are exclusionist in character and tend 
to sap courage and self-confidence, 

“We can be vigorously and creatively 
Irish without having the Gaelic. We must 
not teach people to believe that if, for any 
reason, they have failed to acquire Irish, they 
are debarred from rendering as much service 
to Ireland as Scott and Burns rendered to 
Scotland. i 

“The fundamental consideration surely is 
that the Irish civilisation of the future ought 
to be the resultant of all constructive forces, 
active or latent. 


BRITISH ELEMENT. 


“For good or evil, we have about a million 
persons in this island of predominantly British 
race. I refuse, Gaelic as I am, to be in- 
terested in any civilisation which rejects their 
proportionate contribution. It can hardly be 
denied that the tendency at present is to re- 
ject it; is to perpetuate partition; ig so to 
narrow the definition of what is Irish and 
national as to suit the prejudices of 
a noisy faction. If this is allowed 
to go on I fear that the Gaelic element may 
lose all culture, and the non-Gaelic may lose 
their sense of nationality and their culture 
also, and that Ireland as a whole may never 
grow to her proper stature. I fear that we 
shall wither and decline, materially and 
morally, in fortune and reputation—a just 
penalty for intolerance and small-mindedness. 

‘It is for the new generation to face 
these dangers and avert them, and I hope 
that the members of the Trinity College 
Gaelic Society will do their part. It will 
need courage and it will need faith, hope and 
abounding charity. I venture to commend it 
to the members of Irish universities, who are 
still drawing daily inspiration from the best 
minds of by-gone ages, as a task not un- 
heey of their opportunities and their man- 

ood.”' 

Professor W. A. Goligher, F.,T.C.D., said 
that his attitude to the present movement to 
spread the Irish language was entirely 
friendly, and he had tried to show that in 
connection with this Society. He believed, 
however, that the wrong method was being 
Used to revive the Irish language. Everyone 
objected to coercion, and compulsion would 
not serve the cause of the language. What 
is a national language’? One could not get 
over the fact that a national language was 
the language spoken by virtually all the 
nationals, and that was not the Irish, but 
the English language. It seemed to him 
absurd to say that a nation is not a nation 
unless it has a language that is not spoken 
by any other nation. Another defect in the 
Present movement is that it prevents all 
Ireland from becoming a united nation. 

‘I never had any affection for the English 
connection,” sad the Professor, “There is 
a great difference between freedom and in- 
dependence, Every nation has the right to 
be free, but, as to independence, we are 
dependent one upon another. Under party 
government Ireland will never become | an 
ideal State, and under it there will be un- 
employment, depression and misery.”’

Mr. Fitzgerald gets at the heart of the mat- 
ter when he says that capitalism, as displayed 
in the lives of its declared disciples, is as 
subject to Mammon worship as is Leninism, 
and that the real question to be decided, 
every man for himself, is what is his nature 
and what is the purpose for which he exists. 
My friend in Florence has accepted Christ’s 
answer to that question; so he sold post- 
cards unabashed.

HOUSE-BUILDING IN DUBLIN. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I am instructed by my Committee 
to refer to the note appearing in your issue 
of the Ist inst. under the head of “Irish 
man’s Diary” in reference to the Snall 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts, and to say chat 
they were interested in the point raised by 
the writer—that he could not undersand why 
the Dublin Corporation advance only 80 jer 
cent, of the purchase money, although they 
are empowered under the Acts to advance 
90 per cent. As your contributor stated, 
the Corporation run practically no risk in 
making advances under these Acts, and we 
are glad that he has raised the question. The 
big English building societies are, we know, 
advancing 90 per cent, to 95 per cent. of 
the purchase price as a commercial risk. We 
see no reason why the Dublin Corporation 
should not advance the full 90 per cent. 
If they do this, it will enable the house- 
builders to maintain, and even increase, their 
staffs during the winter months, and thereby 
decrease unemployment. The margin between 
the interest payable by the Corporation and 
that charged to the borrower is sufficient to 
cover the costs of administration, so that 
all advances under these Acts are eventually 
repaid, thus leaving no portion to be borne 
by either the City or the State. 

There is, however, a much more important 

int than this. After the passing of the 
lousing (Financial and Miscellaneous Pro- 
visions) Act, 1932, considerable time elapsed 
before money was obtained by the Dublin 
Corporation. In fact, it is only within the 
last few weeks that money has been made 
available, and, so far as we know, no cash 
has actually been paid. A considerable 
time elapses between the date of application 
for the loan and the date of the advance. 
In our opinion, much of this might be 
obviated. In fact, we think the Corpora- 
tion should take the present circumstances 
into consideration and act. more liberally 
with regard to the amounts of advances, and 
endeavour to hasten the procedure. A sum 
of £150,000 has so far been allocated, which 
is sufficient for approximately 200 houses, 
The annual output of our industry is about 
double this, and, therefore, the sum allocated 
will last for only about six months. The 
really important point, in our opinion, now is 
that arrangements should be made in good 
time for the acquisition of further funds for 
the purposes of the Acts, so that when 
the £150 200 already set aside has been ex- 
hausted, a further sum will be available. 
Unless this is done, delay will occur, Months 
will um elapse before further funds 
will obtained, resulting in the slowing 
down again of twiding operations at the 
most favourable season of the year.—Yours, 
etc., . .

METROPOLITAN BRANCH 
ANNUAL MEETING.

Captain W. M. Calwell, M.C., presided at 
the annual general meeting of the Irish 
Metropolitaa Branch, British Legion of Ex- 
Service men, which was held last night at 
Jury’s Hotel, Dublin. 

The hon. secretary, Captain S. V. Butler, 
read the annual report, which showed that 
89 new applicants had been elected during 
the preceding 10 months, of whom 71 had 
paid their subscriptions. The hope was 
expressed that the membership of the Branch 
would be maintained at over 300. The finan- 
cial situation was described as satisfactory. 

The Committee, it was stated, had devoted 
considerable attention to a scheme put for- 
ward by Major Waller, with the object of 
appealing to the public for. the support of 
Legion activities for the relief of distressed 
ex-Service men. It was decided that the 
best results would be obtained by concen- 
trating on making the Poppy Day appeal a 
success. 

The report of the Benevolent Fund showed 
that subscriptions amounted to £56, as 
against £48 for the previous year. 

The President of the Branch, Major- 
General Sir George Franks, K.C.B., said that 
it was very heartening to find, fourteen 
years after the war, that 300 survivors of it 
were still meeting together in a spirit of 
comradeship. This was, he said, one of the 
few branches in Ireland or Great Britain, 
where members joined solely for what they 
could give, not for what they could get. He 
me a tribute to the excellent work which 

ad been done by the retiring Chairman and 
by the hon. secretary. 

Mr. A. P. Connolly, Vice-President, said 
that at the end of the financial year there 
were 5,866 branches of the Losin in 
existence, a net increase of 151 over the pre- 
vious year. This was an answer to those 
who contended that the Legion was a spent 
force. In the Free State area, however, the 
results were not so satisfactory, and he ap-

A foremost plank in the Fianna Fail pro- 
gramme was the increase of the foreiga 
markets ahd the extension of the home one.

Did the Minister think 
anybody would keep pigs at present prices 
and buy feeding stuffs? A_ special ambas- 
sador had been sent to the Continent to 
develop foreign markets, and the only result 
had been that a certain number of stock 
had been sent to Belgium, but the Minister 
would not say what the loss on that trans- 
action was. 

Mr. JAMES DILLON (iInd., Donegal) 
said that it was regrettable, but, whether 
akg to old-fashioned prejudice or well- 
founded objection, the people were not 
making full use of the bain put at 
their aiéasl by agricultural instructors. So 
far as the prejudice was concerned, the best 
method of removing it was ocular demonstra- 
tion, and he would suggest the establish- 
ment. of small demonstration farms in selected 
areas. He did not mean experimental farms, 
but farms .on..which..instructors would earn 
their own salaries by putting into actual 
practicé themselves the theories they taught. 

Such farms would be standing examples to 
the small farmers of what up-to-date farming 
methods could do. It was no use training 
an instructor in Glasnevin and sending him 
to West Donegal to teach farmers how to 
grow on rocks. The teaching given by in- 
structors should be appropriate to the area 
in which they worked. If that were the case, 
much of the apathy among farmers towards 
agricultural instruction would disappear. In- 
tensive propaganda should be started with 
regard to the ravages of finke among wie” 
and calves, and to contagious abortion, which 
was doing immense damage to hundreds of 
small farmers, particularly in the congested 
districts. Veterinary research on an ex- 
tended scale was required. In allocating pre- 
miums for bulls regard should be had to 
the type bést suited to the foundation stock 
in each area. At present an enterprising 
gentleman might get a premium for an 
Aberdeen-Angus bull in which the foundation 
stock. was shorthorn, and in three yenera- 
tions there would not be a single purebred 
beast left. : 

Mr. BROOKE BRASIER (Independetit, 
Cork E.) claimed that the Dairy Shorthorn 
Society was doing tremendous work in Cork, 
in which county higher premiums were given 
to dairy shorthorn bulls. In the cereal 
Station at Ballinacurra wise provision had 
been made for the production of pure seed, 
and he thought that should be extended. 


“ SHEER LUNACY,” 
Mr, P. HOGAN (C. na nG., Galway) said 


that the agricultural policy of the Gevern- 
ment was sheer lunacy, and seemed to be 
an effort to put-“into practice all the theories 
advanced by non-farmers. All sorts of people 
—teachers, doctors, politicians,  lawyers— 
were advancing their theories, and the 
Government were putting them all into 
operation Now that the 
policy, had gone so far he was 
opinion that, although it would cost a 
lot of meney, they should get a complete test 
of it. They would then have a thorough de- 
monstration of its value—wheat-growing, mix- 
ing maize and home-grown grain, subsidising 
the purchase of heifers and so on. Personally, 
he thought the Government would have given 
loans for the purchase of heifers without ask- 
ing for sureties. That would be really Fianna 
Failish, and, ia any event, the Minister must 
have known perfectly wel! that he would 
never get the money back. Inasmuch as there 
were peopl: who onght to be sensible, who 
believed in the policy ‘ot the Government, the 
Minister should do his best to keep the 
Government in office fo: another two years 
so that. no matter what the cost, the policy 
should be fully triei out.

the only thing that the Minister could mean 
by that was that cattle prices would fall 
still lower. If they fell low enough, they 
could, of course, be sold at the prices of old 
horses in Belgium. If there was any poss - 
bility of a market in Belgium, there were 
several enterprising men in Dublin who would 
have tried it, and sent cattle there. 


FUTILE EXPERIMENT. 


The Minister should never have wasted 
the money on this futile experiment of send- 
ing inspectors from the Department to the 
markets, buying twenty or thirty cattle and 
sending ..them..toe...Belgium. If he, as 
Minister for Agriculture, had .done that, 
he would not have lasted as a Minister for 
two hours, The half-dozen policies.which the 
Minister had embarked upon had made him 
a Jaughing-stock, but one could get away 
with anything in these days. : 

‘* You,” ‘continued, the Mimister, ' are 
doing it in order to do your bit in this war. 
This phase will, I am perfectly certain, pass 
away. <A certain number of people are sup- 
porting that foolishness. 1 hear people 
making statements to-day that they would 
not make two years ago. This fashion will 
not last.” 

Referring to the work of the Department, 
Mr. Hogan suggested that the first-class 
brains of that section should be kept going, 
even though the Minister did these kind of 
Foolish things. It would be a pity to lose 
these brains, The ordinary day-to-day 
administration of the Department was far 
and away more important than experiments, 
though experiments had their place. Foreign 
markets were not there, and these exper'- 
ments were to cover up the loss of money. 
He believed that the normal administration 
of the Department was far more important 
than experiments, because of which it, was 
bound to suffer. That was one of the losses 
the country was at present undefgoing, and 
which the country did not realise. 


LIVE-STOCK SCHEME. 


Dealing with the live-stock scheme, he said 
that it had improved almost to perfection the 
beef cattle. Just before he left office it be- 
came evident that the Live-Stock Breeding 
Act was operating against the dairy cows 
in favour of the ta animals, and if that 
went on, in a short time they might find 
themselves without a good milch cow in this 
country. It was w very serious problem—he 
did not know the way to meet it, but some 
way would have to be found. If the Minis- 
ter in the intervals, when he was not fighting 
the British, concentrated on that problem, 
and found some way of levelling up the posi- 
tion of dairy farmers, he would be doing a 
good day’s work for the agricultural indus- 
try, which would yield good dividends, when 
all the foolishness of the present was for- 
gotten, and they became sane again. — 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork, East) said that 
before the tarifis they were sending | their 
best heifers to England, but now these were 
being put out to stock the farms of Ireland. 


THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


Mr. RODDY (C. na nG., Sligo-Leitrim) 
said that the Minister, as official head of the 
agricultural industry, must accept a certam 
amount of responsibility for the present posi- 
tion in which the farmers found themselves. 

The Government, he continued, was going 
to coerce farmers to till their land, and if 
they did not do so the Government threatened 
to confiscate the land. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix,Offaly)—-Give us 
your authority for that. 

Mr. RODDY—The Minister for Defence, 
in his speech at Dundalk or Drogheda said 
so. On the one hand they had the Govern- 
ment not insisting on cultivation, and on the 
other they threatened them with confisca- 
tion, a farmer was quite satisfied with 
the methods that brought him profit and the 
State benefit for the last fifty or sixty years, 
and with this threat there had sprung up a 
feeling of uncertainty which would résult in 
deterioration.

THE BOUNTIES PROBLEM. 
Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said that 
on former occasions he ‘had warned the 
Government, of the danger of depending an 
the market in innse, “rol Scotland. and 
Scuth Wales, where there was increasing un- 
employment, and pointed out the necessity 
of making good such losses in the home 
market. The Government’s policy had saved 
the dairying industry. He admitted that the 
situation, so far as farmers were concerned, 
was not healthy, and the Minister and his 
colleagues would have to consider where 
their policy of bounties was going to. lead. 
He admitted that were it net tor the bounty 
things would be worse, and he would agree 
with the present policy if he was satisfied 
that the bounty raised from the taxpayers 
as a whole was going back to the people for 
whom it was intended.

BREAKING THE FALL. 


The MINISTER, continuing, said that, fol- 
lowing. the British tariffs, the Government 
had to meet a situation in which they did 
not want to see the whole burden of the 
fight falling immediately on the farmers. 
They had to break its fall, and that was why 
they brought in bounties. 


n the application of the bounty scheme, | 


the Minister said that in the system of exami- 
nation for payment it was found that, taking 
a large number of cattle purchased, the entire 
profit got by the buyers was under 5s. per 
head. When the average bounty was 5s., 
how could anyone say that the bounty was not 
‘passed on to the farmer? . Until the time the 
tarifis went on there was a difference of 5s. 
per cwt. between the Dublin and Birkenhead 
aboig Before. the bounty .applied, the 
yuver wanted five shillings on the Birkenhead 
market. and that was what he got. From 
the time the bounty went on, he wanted 10s. 
per cwt,, and now he was getting 6s.. He 
was giving the Irish farmer 4s. per cwt. more 
than before the bounty. went on. Anybody 
on the other side who took an interest in the 
question knew well enough what was respon- 
sible for the bad prices. . They had only to 
look at the prices in Birkenhead to see that 
last week they were 12s, lower than a year 
ago. The only thing the economic war was 
responsible for was 1s. per cwt. fall in price. 

_ He did not think that demonstration farms 
would be very practicable. 

It was a libel on the Irish 
that they would not pay bac 
vanced to buy heifers. 

It was rather foolish, he thought, that 
under the old policy this country should be 
buying beef from the Argentine, butter from 
Denmark, and bacon from somewhere else, 
and trying to find money to pay for foreign 
imports.

NO LIMIT TO POLICY, 

Dr. RYAN (Minister for. Agriculture), 
replying, said that their. policy: of afforesta- 
tion had no limit. They would take all the 
land that was offered to them, provided it 
was suitable for planting. They should, how- 
ever, get it at a fair price. The next con- 
dition was that each fot should be of, at 
least, 550 acres in extent, as it was considered 
uneconoraic to plant less than that, but if 
three lots of, say, 150 acres each were close 
together it might be possible to take them, or 
if there was an area of 100 or 150 acres 
adjoining ar existing forest they would

THE GOVERNMENT'S 
POLICY. 

On the vote for £32,904 for the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, 

The Minister, Mr. LEMASS, said that 
there was nothing unusual in the estimates. 
Salaries and wages showed a reduction of 
£5,091, due almost entirely to a reduction in 
the staff of the Statistics Branch. Travelling 
expenses showed a slight reduction, and incl 
dental expenses a slight increase., One oi the 
larger increases was the grant in connection 
with the International Labour Ofce. That 
was due to the depreciation in the currency. 
The total decrease for the year was £8,641. 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) asked if the 
Minister could state what his proposals were 
regarding the railways. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the intention was 
to introduce certain legislation in the present 
session, and he thought it was undesirable 
to make a statement concerning the Govern- 
ment’s policy in anticipation of the proposed 
legislation.

The number of unemployed 
weekly, he said, was rising rapidly.

MINISTER AND THE

been made with the Governments of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland and the Free 
State in regard to the insurability of seamen. 
He criticised the method of collecting names 
of unemployed. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (indpt. Labour, Tip- 
perary) said that the amount of unemploy- 
ment was greater than ever before, The 
figure of 91,000 unemployed did not show the 
genuine unemployed workers in the country 
no more than (he 30,000 shown in March fast. 
He admitted that the Minister’s intentions 
were the best, but the Minister had succeeded 
in getting on to the register persons who 
should never have been there. 

Dr. O' HIGGINS (C. na nG., Leix-Offaly) 
said that he had received a letter from nine- 
teen single men in Port Laoghise, who had 
each three or more dependents. These men 
had virtually no hope of getting work. He 
suggested that preference might ke given 
according to the number of dependents, irre- 
spective of relationship 

Mr. P. McGILLIGAN (C. na nG., National 
University) said that as long as they had 
mixed employment inthis country they would 
have a few cases of hardship occurring from 
time to time. 

The weakest point of the scheme was how 
were they to get at the numbers of unem- 
ployed. 

Continuing, he pointed ont that, as in 
other countries, women, to some extent. had 
during the war entered positions which had 
heretofore been reserv to men. When 
women had before the war been idle they 
did not hang about streat corners; men did 
hang about street corners, and thus made 
the so-called unemployment problem appear 
more prominent.

YEAR OF DIFFICULTIES. 


DUBLIN SOCIETY OF 
CHARTERED ACCOUNTANTS.

Young Readers. 


Next Monday the world will be launched 
upon ‘* Boys’ and Girls’ Book Week.’’ The 
scheme is sponsored by a distinguished 
eemmittee, which includes eminent writers 
for children, and its object is “ to draw 
attention to the importance of fostering in 
young people the habit of using books for 
study and recreation.’’ It is a laudable 
design, and we wish it well. No time but 
our own could have produced it; for to a 
seriousness of purpose worthy of the great 
Victorians it adds our peculiar reliance 
upon the ability of the next generation to 
cure the world of those diseases which 
have baffled our own skill. Again, the 
scheme draws attention to remarkable 
changes in the lives of the young. Twenty 
years ago children read books without 
prompting from parent or committee, and 
they persisted in the habit against difh- 
culties which, we suspect, would frighten 
the youth of to-day. Such books as were 
designed for their perusal, with a few im- 
mortal exceptions, were inordinately 
didactic in spirit, and showed a depressing 
sameness in incident. As a result the 
aspiring reader was driven to his father's 
where he browsed in strange 
pastures. If the question were put to 
many a famous man to-day, he would 
admit that the first book which made any 
impression upon his mind was Foxe's 
“Book of -Martyrs,’’ with its blood- 
curdling illustrations. A volume which to 
the youthful eye bore the cryptic title of 
‘* Self-Help, Smiles '” was taken down with 
scarcely less avidity, but failed to bear 
out the promise of the name. To-day all 
is changed. Literature for the young has 
become a specialised craft, and the r-rent 
who is willing to take his share in the 
‘* Book Week '' will find plentiful choice 
to lay before his offspring. Yet, if the 
scheme is to bear worthy fruit, it must not 
stop short at the encouragement of reading 
in juvenile literature, however admirable 
that may be. In these days, when the young 
are seduced from their books by the wire- 
less and by what appears to be an in- 
creasing rush of social engagements, the 
Georgian father must select his son’s read- 
ing with no less care than a Victorian Mr. 


shelves, 


the strict censorship which in ths past has 
driven so many chilcven to the forbidden 
yellow-backed novel; but he must select. 
That the child will read much rubbish is 
inevitable, but the wise parent will see 
that he has an opportunity to distinguish 
the merely clever from the great literature 
which is enduring and true.

The Ulegitimate Child. 


In England the National Society’s latest 


report revealed an increase of cruelty to 
children—a truly disappointing and dis- 
quieting fact. The Dublin Branch of the 
Society discussed its annual report yester- 
day, and—while the need of strict and 
constant. vigilance remains—we do not 
gather that ill-treatment of ordinary 
children is increasing in the Free State. 
Alas! there are many children who are 
not ordinary—the feeble-minded and the 
illegitimate—and for these children of 
misery, baptised in tears, the Society is 
gravely concerned. At present the State's 
indifference aggravates their unhappy 
iortune. There is no really national pro- 
vision for all the feeble-minded children 
of the poor who are born within its 
borders. The illegitimate child of the 
slums, under present social conditions, is 
almost predestined to neglect and hard- 
ship, and very often, perhaps, punishes his 
neglectful fellows with a life of crime. 
In short, the Dublin Society’s most 
anxious problem is the problem of the 
unwanted child, A suggestion has been 
made that a public official shall be 
appointed as guardian of all illegitimate 
children—that they shall become wards of 
State—but, of course, there is only one 
real solution. The birth of illegitimate 
children must be discouraged by the more 
drastic penalising of loose morals and by 
the better protection of foolish or frail 
innocence. In other words, the Free 
State’s Criminal Law Amendment Acts, 
now lamentably inadequate, must be re 
formed and strengthened. Two years ago 
the then Government appointed a repre- 
sentative commission for this purpose, 
and a year ago received that commission’s 
unanimous report. Yet the report has 
not been published ; nothing has been done, 
and in the meanwhile vice, ignorance and 
cruel selfishness continue to doom wretched 
mothers and infants to shame and death. 
Last year, as General O'Duffy reminded 
yesterday’s mecting, seven infants were 
murdered in the Free State; eight were 
abandoned ; there were fifty-nine cases of 
concealed birth, and to-day the tendency 
is “‘ notdownward.’’ How many hecatombs 
of slaughtered babes will be needed to stir 
the present Government to action? In 
the meanwhile the Dublin Society is doing 
a noble work. We endorse heartily its 
appeal for the 50,000 shillings which will 
make it self-supporting and will allow it 
to dispense with grants from the Central

‘FIVE GOVERNMENTS 


“TALK BUSINESS.” 


ADJUSTMENTS AFTER 
OTTAWA. 


- 


HE British Government, within the 
next few- weeks, will be carrying on 
discussions to draw up new bases for trade, 
following the Ottawa Conference, with no 
fewer than five foreign Governments 
(states Reuter's Diplomatic. Correspon- 
dent). 

The first delegation to arrive from 
abroad will be that from Sweden, and it 
is expected that preliminary Anglo-Swedish 
discussions will be in full swing by the 
middle of next week. 

Dr. Malbran, the Argentine Ambassador, 
who is in charge of the preliminary 
negotiations between Argentina and Great 
Britain, which are eding in London, 
had a long conference with high officials at 
the Foreign Office yesterday afternoon, Dr. 
Malbran will continue to conduct the 
negotiations personally. The forthcoming 
visit to England of the Argentine Vice- 
President is purely to return the visit of 
the Prince of Wales, and has no com- 
mercial significance. 


GERMAN RESTRICTIONS. 


In the near future delegations from 
Denmark and Norway will reach London, 
and early next month a British delegation 
will go to Berlin. 

The circumstances which led to the 
agreement between Great Britain and 
Germany to open trade negotiations in 
Berlin were (Reuter’s Correspondent 
understands) that the German Govern- 
ment suggested arbitration by a Council of 
three—one German, one British and one 


neutral—to settle outstanding difficulties 
regarding the restrictions on the import of 


British coal, and also to discuss tariff 
auestions generally. The British Govern- 
ment agreed to arbitration on the coal 
question, but considered that any discus- 
sions on tariffs should be ‘carried on 
through thé usual diplomatic channels. 
Recently, however, the British Govern-

HOUSING AND ROAD 
CONSTRUCTION.

R. BALDWIN, speaking in London 
last. night, announced that the 
Government were hoping to. initiate a 
scheme to deal with the whole problem of

DROGHEDA SCHEMES. 


Drogheda Corporation. at its monthly 
meeting adopted a report of its Law and 
and Waterworks Committees, 
submitting five schemes for the relief of 
unemployment. The estimated cost of the 
five schemes is £10,534, and the Corpora- 
tion decided to apply fo the Loeal Govern- 
ment Department for a grant of that 
amount. 

The schemes are as follow :— 

Construction of new filter-bed at Roaxe 
Hall reservoir; estimated cost, £2,800. 

Construction of new conérete road at 
North road to borough boundary, £2,895. 

Widening and draining the Cross Jane 
from North road to Hardman’s garden, 
£2,879. 

Constructing sewer at Blackbull, £982. 

Constructing sewer at John’s Uate, 


Replying to Councillor Byrne, the 
Mayor (Mr. Dowd) said that all the 
work would be done by direct labour, ex- 
cept the road concreting, which would be 
given out by contract. 

The Free State Department for Local 
Government has notified Sligo County 
Council of a further grant of £10,800 
for the relief .of unemployment, and the 
County Secretary informed the members 
that this made a total of £17,300 for un- 
employment relief since August. The 
Council, by. estimate, had. provided 
£56,000, a grant of £9,973 for improve- 
ments and a further grant of £2,225 for 
roads at the Arigna coal pits. These 
made a total of £65,000, and the Surveyor 
had prepared a scheme for work al] over 
the county, which, he said, would cer- 
tainly give a great deal of employiue..t. 

At Cork County Council yesterday, in 
reference to proposed relief works, Mr. 
Hinchin amended his proposal to one of 
applying to the Minister to spend £27,000 
between now and Christmas, and this was 
agreed to. 

A deputation representing 90 unem- 
ployed labourers in Tuam have inte viewed 
the Town Commissioners and requested 
that a housing scheme for the building 
of at least 100 houses and also a sewerage 
scheme be started to give employment. The 
County Council was also called on to give 
a share of the Government grant to Co. 
Galway for the relief of unemployment. 


THE OTTAWA 
BILL. 


THIRD READING 
CARRIED. 


From Ovug PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 


VERY brief speech sufficed Mr. Hore 

Belisha in moving the third reading 

of the Ottawa Agreement Bill in the 
House of Commons to-day. He hoped that 
one result of the measure would be to get 
rid of the idea that trade was associated with 
cut-throat competition, which left many 
casualties by the way. No doubt, they had 
not made so good a bargain as some members 
might. have wished, bat that was not the end 
of the story. It was only a beginning. What 
had to be realised was that the failure of the 
Conference would have meant the dissolution 
of the British Empire, and that would have 
involved the dissolution of the world: 

The rejection of the bill was moved by Mr. 
Morgan Jones, who said that the Tories had 
to be congratulated on carrying their flag to 
victory by means of a bill which could not 
be slthced, If it was an experiment, it was a 
hazardous one. It was a mistake for this 
country to rely exclusively upon the pros- 
pective market which the Empire might pro- 
vide, 

Sir Herbert Samuel said that it was 
apparent that everything had been decided at 
Ottawa. All that the House could do was to 
register the agreement. In his thirty years’ 
Parliamentary experience he had never known 
a great measure of this character, introducing 
new principles and a whole range of taxes, 
passed through the House without the altera- 
tion of a single word. All the agrvements were 
contrary to the unwritten constitution of the 
country. It was absolutely unprecedented 
that Parliament should not be in a position to 
reduce taxes, except with the consent of 
another part of His Majesty's Empire. 

He had been asked what, in his opinion, 
ought to have been done at Ottawa. Well, 
if the delegates had. confine! themselves to 
the lowering of tariffs all would have 
applauded the results, which meant the pro- 
motion of further trade within the Empire, 
without restricting our trade with the rest of 
the world. 

Sir Robert Horne said that he had drawn 
the conclusion that the Liberal members of 
the Government who resigned were not yet 
entirely resigned to their resignations 
(Laughter.) They represented what might be 
described as the bifurcated remnant of a once 
great party. He believed that this bill was 
not merely a beginning in Empire reconstruc- 
tion, but a wonderful beginning. Our feet 
were at last set upon the pathway to a shin- 
ing goal, to which many true-hearted Britons 
had aspired for many long years. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain remarked. that 
what was being done by these agreements 
was not to reverse policy, but to take advant- 
age of the reversal of policy which the Im- 
port Duties Act had already brought about. 
In the view of the Government the agree- 
ments reached at Ottawa had opened up 
an altogether new path for the political de- 
velopment of the Empire. He denied the as- 
sertion, so often made, that the House had 
been deprived of all opportumty to amend 
the bill. The House, in fact, had decided 
that the agreements made at Ottawa were 
worthy of approval... He saw nothing in 
the constitutional point. There was nothing 
novel about these treaties, which only meant 
that people would have to wait a longer time, 
rather than «a short time, before changing 
the duties. : 

The fact remained palpable and clear that 
since the passing of the Import Duties Act, 
and more particularly since the agreements 
made ut Ottawa, a considerable number of 
nations had come, one after another, to 
the British Government with a request for 
negotiations for a commercial treaty. 
hen he looked back he felt that they had 
nothing to be ashamed of, and there was 
nothing they would change if they had to do 


it all over again. , 
In conclusion, he said that he did believe

BRITISH 
CONVERSION LOAN. 


UBSCRIPTION “lists for the British 

_ Government's £500,000,000 3 per Cent. 
Conversion Loan closed at 12.15 p.m. 
yesterday, after being open for only three 
and a-quarter hours, 

The issue has been an overwhelming 
success, and it is generally believed that 
the £300,000,000 offered has been largely 
over-subscribed. 

Soon after 8 a.m. yesterday a long queue 
formed up outside the Bank of England 
Loan Office in St. Swithin’s lane, where 
applications for the Loan had to be 
lodged. 

Many people filled up their forms on the 
spot, but the subscriptions thus received 
formed only a very small part of the total. 
The vast majority of application forms 
were completed op Wednesday and re- 
ceived at the Bank of England by post. 

Although the lists have been closed 
investors were still able to subscribe for 
the loan through post offices. These 
applications, limited to £1,000 each, are 
assured of full allotment, provided they 
were lodged some time yesterday. 

The triumphant success of the issue 
rounds off a remarkable Treasury re- 
financing programme, which was embarked 
upon at the end of last June, starting 
with £2,000,000,000 of 5 per Cent. War 
Loan. 

Britain’s internal indebtedness has been 
cleared of all possible issues that were 
carrying interest at too high a rate under 
existing conditions. This debt has been 
substituted by issues carrying a lower 
interest rate. The whole operation has 
resulted in a saving to taxpayers of some- 


thing like £38,000,000 a year. 


DUBLIN CATTLE 
MARKET. 


BETTER DEMAND 
FOR EXPORT. 


HERE were 1,200 fewer cattle and 
2,240 fewer sheep on offer at the 
Dublin Cattle Market yesterday, and this 
fact saved the situation, as far as prices 
were concerned. 

Consequent on the attendance of a 
couple of English feeders, in addition to 
the usual cross-Channel buyers, there was 
more competition for export stock, and 
choice lots of bullocks and light-weight 
heifers brought a shade more money. On 
the whole, it may be said that trade 
was firmer and prices much the same as 
last week. Bullocks suited for Scotland 
and the South of England sold more freely 
than they have done for some time, chiefly 
owing to the smaller numbers, but there 
was no more money. 

Sellers were more ready to accept the 
lower scale of values ruling than for some 
weeks past, though there were some who 
were able to point to a loss of £2 per head 
on stock purchased in the epring, plus the 
cost, of grazing. 

What is killing the export trade in 
lambs is the 30s. valuation placed by the 
Customs officials in Britain on all lambs 
from the Irish Free State, no matter what 
their size and condition. Cattle are valued 
at a flat rate of £16 for the purposes of 
the 20 per cent. tariff, while a relatively 
high average valuation is also placed on 
dairy cows. 

There was no comment at the cattle 
market on the suggestion made by the 
National Farmers’ Union of Great Britain 
that there should be total prohibition for 
a time of all cattle, sheep and pigs from 
the Irish Free State. 


BRITISH FARMERS’ 
DEMAND. 


There is no doubt, as one leading cattle 
trader remarked when questioned on the 
matter, that the Briatish Government is 
likely to do something drastic, although 
what they will do it would be hard to, say. 

It is not thought that the policy of pro- 
hibition will be adopted, the supposition 
being that the same end will be attained 
by increasing the tariff and putting up a 
quota. If the export cattle trade is 
brought to a stand-still it will mean the 
loss of millions per annum to Irish farmers 
and cattle traders and of substantial sums 
to the railway and shipping companies. 

It is recognised that the British Govern- 
ment must take some drastic action in the 
interests of the English farmer, and the 
theory is that Irish store cattle may be 


/ admitted on a quota system, since certain 


English tillage farmers must get store 
cattle. 

A leading member of the Irish Live- 
Stock Exporters’ Association, Mr. C. 
Crowley, declared that the members of the 
National Farmers’ Union responsible for 
the prohibition demand were mostly 
Lincolnshire farmers who reared their own 
stock. 

“TH Irish live-stock were kept out of 
Britain, even for a time,” said Mr. 
Crowley, ‘‘ it would be a serious matter 
for the Irish live-stock industry, although 
it might be a good thing for the Irish 
farmer, because we have had a wonderful 
root crop, and there are plenty of feeding 
stuffs in the country to finish off the 
stock.”’ 

When asked what would become of the 
surplus stock remaining in the country if 
British prohibition were enforced, Mr. 
Crowley admitted that farmers would have 
a large number of cattle on hand, but 
supposed that the Government would do 
something by way of helping the stock- 
owners. 

He pointed out that even now there is a 
big demand for store cattle in the feedin 
centres of Britain, and that demand coul 
not be met from Canada. A large number 
of English farmers were also very de- 
pendent on Ireland for their supply of 
dairy cows. 

In his opinion, the situation in England 
could be met by restricting the imports of 
chilled’ and frozen meat for a time, 
especially those from the Argentine.

APPEAL FOR 50,000 
SHILLINGS.

i” the annual report of the Dublin and 
District Branch of the National 
Society for the Prevention oí Cruelty to 
Children, presented to the members at 
their meeting in the Gresham Hotel yes- 
terday, it was stated that a suggestion had 
been made to the Ministry of Local 
Jovernment that a State official should 
be made guardian of all illegitimate chil- 
dren—that they beco .ie, to all intents and 
purposes, wards in Court. 

The report stated that the treatment of 
mentally deficient and epileptic children 
was in a sadly backward state in Ireland. 

Major Sir Nevile Wilkinson, in opening 
the meeting, said that perhaps the most 
pitiful cry for help came to them from the 
uncared-for, feeble-minded child. He knew 
the noble, self-sacrificing work which was 
being done by the Sisters of St. Vincent 
de Paul at Cabra, and by others else- 
where ; but for one case that was properly 
cared for there were scores who remained 
helpless and uncared for, to grow up to 
be a misery tu themselves and a menace 
to the State. Had Dr. Leeper been there, 
he would have warned them that, if there 
was no check placed by wise legislation 
upon reproduction by the imbecile and 
feeble-minded, the outlook for the State 
was a dark one. 


RENTS TOO HIGH. 

The Lord Mayor of Dublin (Alderman 
A. Byrne), in proposing the adoption of 
the report, paid a warm tribute to the 
new helpers of the great work. The hous- 
ing authorities, he said, had provided, or 
had in hand, close on 5, houses to 
take the people out of the slums. The 
rents the poor were being askéd to pay 
were too high, and a visit to the Police 
Courts would disclose that there were 
many womer, with children in arms, wait- 
ing for the Justice to name the date that 
they would have to clear out of 
their ‘rooms. What was the use 
of asking a man to pay 10s. or 
12s, a week for rent out of a wage of £2? 
They wanted to be able to give the poor 
a couple of rooms at a few shillings. 


SORDID FEATURES. 

General O'Duffy, seconding the motion, 
referred to the noble and charitable work 
of the Society, the ardent services of Sir 
Nevile Wilkinson, and the energy of the 
hon. secretary, Colonel Brabazon, He 
also commended the great work of 
Councillor Mrs. Maud Walsh, the hon. 
treasurer. The problem of illegitimate 
children and their treatment, he said, was 
in many ways one of the most sordid 
features of their social life. In the year 
1929 thirteen infants were murdered; 
there were forty-nine cases of conceal- 
ment, and ten cases of children under two 
years of age being abandoned. In 1930 
twelve infants were murdered; there were 
forty-six cases of concealment of birth, 
and eleven children found abandoned. In 
1931 seven infants were murdered; there 
were fifty-nine cases of concealment of 
birth, and eight children were found 
abandoned. He regretted to say that the 
figures could not be considered indicative 
of a downward trend in cases of major 
violence against infants. They could not 
rid their minds of the fact that the 
decrease in murders was more than offset 
in 1931 by the frequency of cases of con- 
cealment of birth. Hence it was that the 
lot of the unwanted child was anything 
but congenial to its welfare. 

MORE EFFICIENT CONTROL. 

The time has arrived, General O’ Duffy 
continued, not only for a more effective 
administration of the existing law, but 
for the adoption by the Legislature of 
provisions designed to place baby farmers 
under more efficient supervision and 
control. He considered necessary, and 
would recommend for adoption :— 

1. That an? person who proposed to 
undertake the care and maintenance of 
children for reward should, as a prior 
necessity, be required to have his premises 
registered. 

2. That his application for registration 
should specify the nature and extent of 
the accommodation at his disposal. 

3. That, on receipt of application for 
registration, his premises should be in- 
spected, and registration only granted 
subject to such conditions as may be con- 
sidered necessary. 

4. That the registration of his premises 
should be subject to renewal annually, and 
that certain prescribed irregularities be 
made competent grounds of objection to 
grant of reriewal. 

5. That occasional unannounced inspec- 
tions should be made of registered 
premises, 

6. That the different provisions should 
apply to children up to 16 years. 

The problem was one in which the State 
should play a deeper and more active part. 
A development on the lines suggested 
would relieve the Society of many of its 
most troublesome problems and release its 
energies to strive towards an ideal which 
seemed to possess an importance incapable 
of exaggeration. 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

Senator O'Farrell, proposing that the 
General Committee be re-elected for the 
ensuing year, said that it would be diffi- 
cult to over-estimate the amount of suffer- 
ing that the Society relieved and the 
measure of happiness it brought into the 
lives of little children. One of the most 
tragic spectacles of the street was that of 
little children being taken out for the 
parpnes of begging. Their tiny bodies and 
1uman souls were commercialised to an 
extent that was a disgrace to our society. 

Miss Cassidy seconded! the resolution, 
which was passed unanimously. 

APPEAL FOR 50,000 
SHILLINGS. 

Mrs. Maud Walsh, hon. treasurer, pro- 
posed that a special effort be made to make 
the branch independent, and appealed for 
fifty thousand shillings, in order to make 
the Society self-supporting in Ireland. She 
desired to pay a tribute to Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson and the band of workers in the 
Society for the magnificent work they had 
done in the past year. Tributes were 
being daily paid to the inspectors, men and 
women, of the Society, for the extremely 
humane manner in which they carried aut 
their duties. 

Lieutenant-Colonel the Hon. Claud 
Brabazon, hon. secretary, seconding the 
proposal, said that the Society considered 
the child’s interests first. Special protec- 
tion should be afforded the illegitimate 
child, and in this connection the Dublin 
Branch of the N.S.P.C.C. had made 
suggestions to the Local Government 
Board. He thanked the chairman, the 
Lord Mayor and General O’ Duffy for their 
very instructive addresses on the problem 
of the children. :

THE REMAINING ESTIMATES 


Meetings of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
and the Fianna Fail parties were held 
yesterday at Leinster House. It was 
ascertained that both of them avoided the 
question of issuing writs for the by-elec- 
tions in Waterford, East Cork and 
Donegal. Clearly neither is in any hurry 
to appeal to the electors. The Labour 
Party also met yesterday. Among the 
matters discussed was the censure motion.

When the Dail assembles to-day it will 
be concerned with the remainder of the 
estimates, which include the Army, Army 
Pensions, External!

LABOUR PARTY DECISION. 


The Free State Labour Party, it is 
understood, decided yesterday that they 
would vote against the motion of censure 
of which Mr. Cosgrave has given notice in 
respect of the land annuities. 


DONEGAL AND BOUNTIES. 


A deputation from the Donegal Com- 
mittee of Agriculture met the Minister for 
Agriculture at Leinster House yesterday 
to discuss bounties on pigs and cattle and 
to suggest a bounty on potatoes. It was 
pressed on the Minister that the bounty 
on pork should be paid direct to the ex- 
porters and not to the registered buyers 
in Northern Ireland, as at present. 
Another question presented to the 
Minister was that the bounty on cattle 
exported over the land frontier should be 
on the same scale as if exported from u 
Free State port. This bounty for export 
overland is 10 per cent., against 124 per 
cent. for export overseas. The case made 
for a bounty on potatoes was that Donegal 
produced the best potatoes for seed pur- 
poses. On November 15, when imperial 
preference will cease, it was pointed out 
that a duty of at least 20 per cent. per ton 
would be imposed on these exports. The 
deputation asked for a bounty of an 
equivalent amount. 

The question of the importation of feed- 
ing stuffs and the position of Donegal in 
relation to beet-growing, was also dis- 
cussed. 

The Minister promised to 
matters his consideration.

DISARMAMENT. 


-- 


In a leading article The Times observes: 
The Bureau of the Disarmament Con- 
ference resumed its sittings yesterday 
afternoon, and this morning M. Paul 
Boncour is expected to give some explana- 
tion of the new French plan. It need 
hardly be repeated that his speech, and 
any other hopeful contribution to the 
common purpose, Will be examined in this 
country with the most sincere desire to 
find points of agreement. 

There need be no doubt that the British 
people revolt altogether from the prospect 
of a revival of the old race for. naval or 
military superiority by re-armament in 
any quarter. Subject always to this con- 
dition, and to the fact that public opinion 
has been most profoundly disturbed by 
recent manifestations of militarism in 
Germany, they endorse in principle the 
German claim to equality of status at the 
Disarmament Conference. They hold that 
the restrictive clauses of the Treaties were 
designed in the interests of peace and not 
of humiliation, and that they implied a 
subsequent progressive reduction of arma- 
ments on the side of the Allies. 
Their only fear about removing ‘them 
at this moment is let peace 
should be endangered if there were 
nothing more permanent to put in 
their place; for they 
there can be no permanence in an arrange- 
ment under which any nation is kept 
disarmed by force and not by consent. 
They welcome, therefore, the alternative 
that all nations should enter on an equa! 


footing into a voluntary convention of 


disarmament, and they are determined to 
reach such a convention by a further re- 
duction and limitation of their own and 
other forces, rather than by such an ex- 
pansion of German strength as would at 
once renew the old competition. In other 
words, the approach to agreement, in their 
iew, must in the downward, not in 
an upward, direction, That is common 
ground. 

The one essential condition of revision, 
however, is that it should be achieved by 
negotiation and not by violence. Nothing 
would alienate so completely the ar 
desire in this country for 
round as any attempt to alter ries 
by force; and, since isolated action by 
any one country may clearly do more 
harm than good, there is a solid deter- 
mination that this phase of the German 
problem should be faced in the closest

"SITTING. 

DAIL AWAITS 
MINISTER. 


WHO HAS NOTHING 
TO SAY. 


NINETY-SEVEN RELEASES 
FROM PRISON.

USINESS in the Dail was suspended for 
two minutes yesterday to await the 
arrival of a Minister. 

This incident, which is probably without 
precedent in any English-speaking Parlia- 
ment, happened when the House was con- 
fronted with the estimate for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Deputies looked up 
in wonder when they saw the dapper little 
Mr. Sean T. O’ Kelly, who had just piloted 
through the estimate for his own depart- 
ment, rise in his seat and move the vote 
for agriculture. 

“ Where is the Minister? ’’ they shouted 
in chorus. 

“ That is all right,” said the Vice- 
President reassuringly ; “ he will be here 
in a minute.” So the House sat back and 
waited. 

For one minute they waited, with only 
the chuckles of Mr. Corry, on the Govern- 
ment back benches, to break the silence. 
Then Mr. O'Kelly got up and walked out. 
A few seconds later he returned—alone. 

Welcomed by ironical applause from Mr. 
Dillon, Dr. Ryan arrived just as the 
patience of the House was getting ex- 
hausted. He sank into his seat and 
beamed at the deputies opposite, who 
gazed at him expectantly. For several 
seconds nobody spoke. 


NOTHING TO SAY. 


It was Mr. Gorey, one of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal deputies for Carlow- 
Kilkenny, who broke the silence. —“ In 
view of the importance of the estimate,” 
he suggested, invitingly, ‘‘ we were expect- 
ing to hear something from the Minister 
about it.” , 

“Oh,” said Dr. Ryan, in 
tones, ‘‘ I have nothing to say.’ 

To say that the Opposition were non- 
plussed would be putting it mildly. Mr. 
Bennett, with a baffled smile, explained 
that in the circumstances it was difficult 
to know what to do, but as the Minister 
was not prepared to tell the House about 
his policy the appropriate step seemed to 
be to propose a reduction in the vote; 
which Mr. Bennett accordingly did. 

If the Minister had nothing to say, how- 
ever, he was almost alone in his attitude ; 
for the Opposition and the Independents 
opened up a three hours’ debate. It in- 
cluded a vigorous spéech from Mr. Hogan, 
Dr. Ryan's predecessor in office, who ex- 
pressed the alarming hope that the 
Government would remain for two years In 
office, so that the country could learn to 
the full the lunacy of their policy. 


FARMERS’ PROTEST. 


The Minister, in his reply, touched very 
briefly on the question of bounties. He 
claimed that the farmers were getting the 
benefit of them, and there were exclama- 
tions of protest from farmers on the 
Opposition benches. One spoke of a con- 
signment of cattle which he had bought a 
week ago and had sold in Birkenhead at a 
loss. 

Dr. Ryan’s response to an allusion by 
Mr. Gorey to the election promise of the 
Fianna Fail Party that they would “ work 
up foreign markets ” was interesting. 

“We expected,” he said, ‘‘ to have a 
little leisure to work them up, but we were 
hit so suddenly by Great Britain's 
tariffs.”’ 

‘Tt is rather an unfortunate thing,’’ he 
continued, in an aggrieved tone, ‘* that we 
have people here who are ready to make 
all the political capital they can out of 
any failures which we may haye had in our 
fight with Great Britain, instead of try- 
ing to help us.’’ 

The Minister got his vote, of course, and 
before the day was out thirteen other votes 
were passed. On the whole, it Was a very 
quiet sitting, without many “ incidents.’’ 


AN EXPLOSIVE TOPIC, 

One of the few passages-at-arms between 
the parties occurred at question time, on 
the explosive topic of. administration of 
the law. Mr. Geoghegan, the Minister 
for Justice, revealed, in a reply to a 
question tabled by Mr. McGilligan, that 
ninety-seven convicted persons had been 
released from prison at his orders. While 
admitting this, he was not prepared to go 
further and give such simple information 
as the offences of which the prisoners were 
guilty and the length of their sentences. 

The Minister, it appeared, was perfectly 
willing to write an essay on the general 
principle of the prerogative of mercy, and 
to get it printed for the benefit of in- 
terested persons, but when it came to con- 
sulting his files for the information which 
had been requested he felt that it would 
require ' too much time.” 

“How long,” asked Mr. FitzGerald- 
Kenney scornfully. “ Two hours?”

years, but in the emiergency that had arisen, 
chs should not these public bodies get busy 
and do what they can in face of the present 
crisis.

By using their borrowin 
powers in properly devised schemes of wor 
they would be making posterity assist the 
present sorely-tried generation. In my 
opinion, it is all wrong to hold up money 
in the hope that the markets and conditions 
may improve.

On the resumption of the case after the 
interval for luncheon, three new charges were 
referred against Nolan, ‘They were :—(1) 
‘orging cheques to the amount of £617 cn 
Martin's Bank, Manchester, payable to the 
Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., and signed “‘B, H. 
Moore”; (2) converting to his own use the 
sum of £496 entrusted to ‘him by 
Moore, Whalley avenue, Manchester; and

cheques. 

Detective Sergeant Wyer, who preferred 
the charges, said that when charged and 
eautioned the defendant said: “I am not 
guilty.

~ In reply to a guestion by the defendant's 
solicitor, the detective said that Nolan did 
not say that the endorsements on the cheques 
were signed on the advice of the manager of 
Messrs. Williams Deacons Bank, Manchester.

Mr. James Emmanuel Hall, of 68 Weiling- 
ton. street, Chadderton, Lancashire, “was 
called, and, giving evidence, said that he 
had known the defendant for about two 
years and had dealings with him as an agent 
of the Hospitals’ Trust.

Robinson (in- 
structed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) for the 
defendant company. 


SOVIET CONTROL. 

Opening the case, Mr. FitzGerald said that 
defendant company was not a company in 
the accepted sense of the word. It was a 
company pronjoted and controlled by the 
Russian Government to exploit oil from the 
famous oilfields at Baku, which, as was 
enerally known, cost the Russians very 
Éide, as it, was confiscated or expropriated | 
from the American and English companies 
ownmg them. At the outset this — | 
had the benefit of this fine property, which 
cost them absolutely nothing, and nothing 
remained to make it. a success but that 
honourable and business methods should be 
employed. The formation of the company 
had been fostered by Russians who were 
highly efficient and highly decent, but, 
through “some reason or other; they were 
ousted, and the company was captured by 
that element in the Russian Government 
which sought to reduce everything, it touched 
to a position of chaos. . 

Instead of allowing Mr. Jordison to con- 
duct the business as it should be conducted, 
contifued Mr. FitzGerald, this element sur- 
rounded him with. a gang of incompetents 
and spies who, unable to speak a word of 
English, were sent ovet for the whole pur- 
pose of spying on Mr.. Jordison and the 
other senior employés, and counsel doubted 
very much if they were not interested also 
in a still less honest movement outside— 
that of Communism, This man, who for 
four years was almost in complete control of 
the oil industry in Ireland, was dismissed 
with a month’s salary in lieu of notice, just 
as one would terminate the employment of 
a kitchen maid or cook. 


WATER FOR PETROL. 

On his appointment, Mr. Jordison secured 
for the R.Ó.F. one of the finest sites at the 
North Wall, and in one year had achieved 
the success that the men who emploved him 
thought he would be able to attain only in 
three or even four years. 

One of the clief officials given to Mr. 
Jdrdison . was -Bubranski, whom . counsel 
described as a ‘‘pure dyed in the wool ”' 
Russian, who came to Dublin as a chief 
accountant, whom Mr. Jordison could not 
control, and who was recalled only after the 
most. strenuous endeavours of the plaintiff. 

One of the reasons given by the deferidants 
for the removal of Mr. Jordison was that 
he had failed to control the staff, but even 
the Russian directors in London could not 
control it. 

For idstance, the typist, in this case an 
Irishwoman, who at one time was confidential 
typist to Mr. James Larkin, came to the com. 
pany with very definite ideas of How typists 
should behave themselves. Her beginning 
was to gel her brother-in-law inte the -com- 
puny asa pump director. He was absolutcly 
unskilled, He had been a labourer, and he 
was good enough to send 1,200 gallons of 
water into Northern Ireland as petro], with 
the result that many customers of the R,O.P. 
found to their dismay that their tanks were 
filled with water instead of petrol. (Laugh- 
ter.) Miss O'Keeffe in ber contentions was 
supported by the Russians on the staff. 


DEPORTED. 

Proceeding Mr. FitzGerald said. that after 
the men in whom Mr. Jordison had any con- 
fidence left the company in London a pentle- 
man named Polisoff came to Ireland osten- 
sively as assistant branch director, although 
he could not speak a word of English. From 
the moment he arrived he allied himself with 
the most unruiy clements of the stail. He 
really came over as a spy on Mr, Jordison, 
who was later accused 8 the firm of pro- 
euring the deportation of Polisoff. This was 
entirely untruc. When the responsible de- 
partment in Dublin. notified Polisoff that they 
would not extend his permit to stay in the 
Free State Mr. Jordison did everything he 
could to get the order changed. 

One morning at 9.30 when Mr. Jordison 
entered his office Mr. Roberts, the branch 
manager at Liverpool, handed him a letter 
which terminated his employment. 

Dealing with the matter of the cheques, 
Mr. FitzGerald said that before Mr. Jordison 
left, at the request of Mr. Roberts, he signed 
a number of blank cheques to be used for 
the withdrawal of money for the payment of 
the staff and such purposes, and some one, 
who could have done it only for the purpose 
of injuring Mr. Jordison, issued the cheques. 
His authority to sigr them was withdrawn, 
with the result that four of them so anarked 
were returned to the people to whom they 
were paid. 


ALLEGED CONSPIRACY. 


The plaintiff (Mr. Jordison) was examined 
by Mr, FitzGerald and gave evidence about 
the terms of his employment in opening up 
the business of the company. in Ireland. 
Coming to the time when the technical! 
adviser, who was also a director of the com- 
pany, came to Dublin to inspect his work, he 
said that as a result he went to London and 
saw the managing director in July, 1928. In 
the course of interviews’ he was told that he 
need have no fear of their putting a Russian 
in charge, The witness was hranch manager, 
and in 1 he was granted an increase of 
salary: Up to 28th Áoril, 18ó1, he had no 
intimation that his services were to be dis- 
pensed with by the company. - 

In the course of replies to Mr. Denning in 
cross-examination, Mr. Jordison said that the 
conspiracy by the employés of the company 
and some of the directors was part and parcel 
of the cusé. He had never considered the 
month's notice a sufticient termination of his 
contract. 

Mr. Patrick Cronin, who also had been 
branch manager in the employment of the 
company, said that he got three months’ 
notice of the termination of his employment

Mr. Heuston—How the case comes before 
your worship is this: Suggestions are going 
around that a rather vindictive attitude has 
been adopted in this case by the Guards. | 
felt that for some time back that probably 
there would be some trouble in the country, 
and that a man would not be safe without a 
gun in his house. I asked the Superintendent 
‘what about the licence, and I think I said I 
would not pay it. He then said: “I'll have 
to take the gun from you,” and I said, “I 
won't give it to you. Issue a summons, and 
I'll try it out!” I wish to say that in any 
action the Guards have taken they have 
treated me with courtesy in everything. Hav- 
ing heard my statement your worship might 
suggest that the case could stand over to the 


meantime the gun might be handed in. 
Superintendent Quinn—All I ask that 
the gun be either licensed or surrendered. 
Mr. Heuston—I probably will hand the gun 
over, but Í am not ready to go on to-day. 
There are certain witnesses I have to sum- 
mons. and there are other matters I have to 
attend to in connection with it. 

The Justice allowed the case to stand until 
the next Court.

He worked in that con- 
tinent for many years, and leaves in church 
and school nan dhe monuments of his love 
and zeal. 

Miss Wetherell, “Own Missionary ”’ for 
Meath, is home on fyrlough, and will leave 
soon for the mission field. 

In building Donakal Cathedral an attempt

verandah surrounds the main church build 
ing, and is sufficiently one with it to be 


useful for overflow congregations on special 
occasions, In the capitals of the pillars 
Indian symbolism is largely used. Local stone 
is being utilised, that of the main building 
heing white, while the pillars are of a red- 
dish stone. 

During the Zulu War the Connaught 
Rangers found a bell in the ruins of the 
wrecked -church at Kwa Magwaza. It was 
preserved among the trophies of the regi 
ment until it was disbanded, when it was 
given into the custody of the United Ser- 
vices Museum in Whitehall. The Archdeacon 
of Zululand, when on a visit to England this 
year, saw the bell there, and was anxious 
to reclaim it for the mission. The surviving 
officers of the regiment were loath to part 
with such a much-prized memento of their 
campaign, but have arranged to present Arch- 
deacon Lee with a new bell to take its place. 
Here is an unusual story of work among 
Moslems. A Dutch Christian in South Africa 
came into touch with a Turk, and tried to 
persuade him to become a Christian, The 
intercourse between the two resulted in the 
conversion of the Dutchman to Islam. The 
Moslem who had effected the conversion con- 
fiscated the Christian’s Bible, and after 
studying it was convinced of the truth of 
Christianity, and was eventually baptised. 
The Turk some time afterwards re-visited his 
Dutch friend, and successfully brought him 
back to Christianity. 

At the last meeting of the Synod of 
Uganda there were thirty Europeans present, 
and nearly 300 Africans.

ALL-ELECTRIC., 


Dr. John Cunningham, Master of the 
National Maternity Hospital, Holles street, 
Dublin, who was the principal guest at. the 
dinner of the National University Graduates’ 
Dining Club in the Dolphin Hotel last night, 
addressed the members on the subject of 
hospitals. 

Dr. J Algar, who presided, referred to the 
death of Mrs. k‘leen McArdle, widow of 
Surgeon McArdle, and on his suggestion a 
resolution of sympathy with her relatives was 
adopted. 

Dr, Cunningham, giving an account of his 
recent visit to Switserland: said that he chose 
Switzerland because it was a highly electrical 
country, and the intention was to have the new 
hospital in Holles street an all-electric hospital, 
Although the hospitals in Switzerland were 
largely electrical, he did not see one all- 
round electric hospital. In Zurich they had 
hospitals where there were two nurses for 
three patients.
